OMEN GENERALLY are more gentle and 
W senitive in nature and temperament than 

men. For this reason God has used them con- 
spicuously in His kingdom. The Bible is filled with the 
stories of illustrious handmaidens of the Lord, such as 
Jochebed, Rachel, Ruth, Hannah, Deborah, Priscilla, 
Dorcas, Mary, Martha, and the mother of Jesus. Even 
the apocryphal books laud such women as Judith and 
Susannah, and Paul without hesitation mentions by 
name many women who were helpful to his ministry. 

Woman is capable of attaining heights of sublimity 
not frequently reached by man. Her very nature in- 
clines her toward all that is good and right. This very 
fact makes it all the more pathetic when she perverts 
or destroys that which would make her good. For the 
very reason that she is capable of such excellence, 
she is all the worse when she is bad. It is often said 
that a bad woman is worse than a bad man. If this 
is true it is because she has had to kill so much in her- 
self before she could be bad. 

For all the gentility and refinement and spirituality 
of which they are capable, there frequently appear 
women who become famous for their faults instead of 
their goodness. There are three such women in partic- 
ular that men dislike. Naturally there are many wom- 
en that are worse than these—but they are women 
that are criminal or adulterous or blasphemous. 
But I mention these three because of the very com- 
monness of their faults. Many of their sisters are 
alive today. 

The three women whom men dislike are Xanthippe, 
Olympias and Semiramis. Each had a curious sound- 
ing name, but each had a familiar fault. 


1. Xanthippe 


The Greek philosopher Socrates was a great and 
wise man, but his wife was a horror. Her name was 
Xanthippe. She was such a terrible nag that her 
name can be found in the dictionary and is applied to 
any woman who has a quarrelsome, pouting or scold- 
ing disposition. Many has been the man who has 
despaired of a nagging, contentious woman. Xanthippe 
may have been a gracious and charming lady in most 
ways; certainly she had some virtues, but these are 
overshadowed by her one glaring fault. She will never 
be known as a woman of virtue, but as a nagging wife. 

The Bible protests this nagging disposition in wom- 
en. “The contentions of a wife are a continual drop- 
ping” (Proverbs 19:13). “It is better to dwell in the 
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wilderness, than with a contentious and an angry 
woman” (Proverbs 21:19). “A continual dropping in a 
very rainy day and a contentious woman are alike” 
(Proverbs 27:15). “It is better to dwell in a corner of 
the housetop, than with a brawling woman in a wide 
house.” Finally, what most clearly expresses Biblical 
displeasure with nagging is 1 Peter 3:1-4 which ad- 
monishes wives to be of chaste conversation and a 
meek and quiet spirit. A virtuous woman has in her 
tongue the law of kindness (Proverbs 31:26) which 
she would not have if she were a nagger. 





2. Olympias 


The mother of Alexander the Great was a religious 
fanatic, but she was misguided in her zeal. While 
her fanaticism took the form of idolatry and pagan 
revelry, as did that of Jezebel, we sometimes see it 
take more orthodox forms. A woman is too religious 
when her religion causes her to neglect her home, 
her husband or her children. She is too religious 
when her religion causes her to be boisterous or coarse 
instead of demure and modest. The Lord needs deeply 
spiritual handmaidens, but religious fanatics bring 
spoil to His cause. 

It has been observed that the misguided religious 
zeal of women frequently has resulted in spiritual 
perversion, such as Mary Baker Eddy and Christian 
Science, the Fox sisters and Spiritism, and Annie 
Besant and Theosophy. Not always does it go to these 
extremes, but misdevotion is always dangerous. 


3. Semiramis 


In the days when a king had absolute power, Ninus 
was king of Assyria and Semiramis was his wife. 
The queen fretted because she never had the experi- 
ence of absolute rule. She finally cajoled Ninus into 
granting her one day in which she would have total 
power and her word would be law. He agreed, and so 
instructed his court. Her first decree upon ascending 
the throne was that Ninus be put to death. She, as his 
widow, was then left the sole ruler in Assyria. While 
this is a legend about real people, we know that there 
are some women eager to usurp the authority and 
place of man. Perhaps the most annoying of all wom- 
en is the loud, forward, presumptuous woman who 
seems to resent the fact that she was not born a man. 

Actually the Christian woman does not have to be 
forward and brash for her influence and authority to

published in the Evangel previously dealt pri- 
marily with the behavior of ministers within 
our own organization, but in this part the writer de- 
sires to discuss humbly our behavior with ministers 
of other churches, for we must of necessity have 
dealings with other ministers in such organizations 
as Ministerial Associations, Parent-Teachers Associa- 
tions, and other civic groups. In these associations we 
have an opportunity to make a real contribution to 
humanity and also a good showing for our own church. 
Some might say, I have nothing to do with such 
organizations; however, those who have such attitudes 
are missing an opportunity to do good for humanity 
and for God and His Church. By failing to attend 
and be active in the functions of such organizations, 
the pastor will also miss much needed information 
that could help him be a better minister in the town, 
city or community of which he is a part. The informa- 
tion that he would gather by being present and a 
part of these legitimate associations would help him 
do a much better job in carrying out his duties and 
obligations to the community and to his church. 
The Church of God has grown so that we are now 
recognized by other organizations and religious lead- 
ers, and even by our own government, as a mighty 
religious force in the world, and God be praised for 
this. Therefore, we have no reason to be afraid or 
ashamed to be a part of any legitimate group such as 
those previously mentioned. Certainly we should not 
isolate ourselves from others. Romans 14:7, “For none 
of us liveth to himself, and no man dieth to himself.” 
In Luke 9:49, 50 the Master frowns upon our being 
isolationists or selfish persons. “And John answered 
and said, Master, we saw one casting out devils in thy 
name; and we forbad him, because he followeth not 
with us. And Jesus said unto him, Forbid him not: for 
he that is not against us is for us.” Also, Paul gives us 
some information in Philippians 1:15-18, “Some in- 
deed preach Christ even of envy and strife; and some 
also of good will: the one preach Christ of conten- 
tion, not sincerely, supposing to add affliction to my 
bonds: but the other of love, knowing that I am set 
for the defence of the gospel. What then? notwith- 
standing, every way, whether in pretense, or in truth, 
Christ is preached; and I therein do rejoice, yea, and 
will rejoice.” The Apostle Paul went so far as to say 
that he could and would rejoice with them who preach 
Christ even though they are not sincere but rather 
are contentious, hoping to add afflictions to his bonds. 
As Pentecostal ministers we should be ready to be 
leaders if and when we are called on to serve, for the 
minister who isolates himself from such functions 
gives people one of two impressions of himself—either 
that he thinks himself better than others (a holier- 
than-thou attitude), or that he has an inferiority com- 
plex (is ashamed or afraid). We have nothing to be 
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ashamed of, organizationally or doctrinally. We are to 
shine forth as lights in the world (Philippians 2:15). 
If we as Pentecostal ministers will conduct ourselves 
properly, showing the right spirit, this will have an in- 
fluence for good among others. 


MINISTERIAL ASSOCIATION 


Each pastor should be a member of the Ministerial 
Association in the town, city or community in which 
he resides and pastors, and should take an active 
part. One reason is so that he might know firsthand 
what is going on around him in the area of religion 
(and certainly this is the place to get such informa- 
tion). Second, many times the Ministerial Association 
can speak and work as a whole for the good of the 
city or community with more power and influence 
than one individual can. Third, in many towns, cities 
and communities the pastor who is not a member of 
the Ministerial Association cannot be used on radio 
programs such as devotional times, and is not able to 
secure a paid program without the aid of the Minis- 
terial Association. Certainly every pastor should take 
advantage of every opportunity to proclaim the gospel 
of Jesus Christ. This will also help to keep the minister 
and his church before the public. 

Some might say that since some of the ministers 
in the Ministerial Association smoke, they will have 
nothing to do with such. However, having cleansed 
yourself from such things of the flesh and being 
filled with the Pentecostal experience, you will have 
an opportunity to let your light shine among them; 
and it is possible that by seeing your good works they 
will be constrained to glorify your Father and be con- 
vinced of the reality of holiness. 


PARENT-TEACHERS ASSOCIATIONS 


Of all the organizations in the community, a pastor 
needs to be especially active in the P.T.A., inasmuch as 
this group has to do with the future of his own chil- 
dren, and those of others. Certainly a pastor, of all 
people in the community, needs to show his interest 
in the welfare and progress of the local schools by 
offering his assistance in every way possible. When 
he fails to take part in the P.T.A., the teachers and 
officials of the school and county will not have the 
respect for him that they would otherwise. 


Just recently one of our pastors remarked to me, 
“This evening I am to address the P.T.A. meeting. 
They asked me to speak on the subject ‘The Spiritual 
Need of Our Children.’” Now, what more important 
subject could a pastor be asked to speak on than 
this one? Much is being done to develop the physical 
man today, but very little is being done to develop 
the spiritual man, which is far more important. 2 
Corinthians 4:16, “. . . But though our outward man 
perish, yet the inward man is renewed day by day.” 
The inward or spiritual man is eternal. James tells 
us in James 2:26, “For as the body without the spirit 
is dead, so faith without works is dead also.” There- 
fore, we see that it is possible for the outward or phy- 
sical man to be developed physically, but without spir- 


itual development, the natural or outward man is 
dead. Paul tells us in 1 Timothy 5:6, “But she that 
liveth in pleasure is dead while she liveth.” Because 
of the lack of proper spiritual instructions in our 
homes and in our schools, many of our young men 
and women are spiritually dead; this is why we have so 
much juvenile delinquency. 

In the P.T.A. the pastor will have many opportuni- 
ties to do much good and by so doing he will gain 
much good will from the better-thinking citizens of 
the community. Of late so many doors have been 
closed to ministers and others to impart spiritual help 
to our children while in school, by forbidding Scripture 
reading, chapel services, etc. So, I should like to sug- 
gest that ali of our ministers take an active part in 
the P.T.A. 


FUNERALS 


During a funeral the pastor has an excellent op- 
portunity to be a blessing and influence people to God 
and his church; however, to do the most good for God 
and his church, he must know how to conduct himself 
and the funeral service in detail (books can be had 
that will tell him how). 

The pastor should never take advantage of a funeral 
to preach doctrinal sermons. People are not receptive 
to this type of sermon at such a time, for they are 
looking for comfort rather than instructions in such 
an hour. I heard of one minister who was called on 
to assist another pastor in a funeral. The minister 
that he was to assist was the pastor of an outstanding 
church in the city, and this minister was only to read 
a Scripture, make a few remarks, and pray. Realizing 
that possibly no one would call him down, he thought 
this was an opportunity for him to preach a sermon 
that he had long wanted to preach in this church; 
so he preached about forty-five minutes as hard as he 
could. Such behavior is certainly unethical and will do 
no one any good, except possibly to ease the personal 
ego of the individual who does such an unbecoming 
thing. Such action would take a long time to overcome. 

A minister who is assisting another in a funeral 
should do exactly what he is told to do, and even if 
he is conducting a funeral in another pastor’s church 
he should not take advantage of the situation. A serv- 
ice which is too long is certainly not advisable. The 
good that one might be able to do will come because 
of his gaining influence over those who are left be- 
hind, and to conduct himself in an unbecoming man- 
ner will only intimidate those who are left behind 
and hinder his opportunity of helping them iater. 

Tell the truth. In a funeral a minister does not have 
to be offensive by saying that the person was not 
ready to go. If he is not sure of the spiritual condi- 
tion of the individual whose funeral he is conducting, 
then it is far better to use some appropriate Scripture, 
possibly on the resurrection, and make his remarks 
general rather than offend the loved ones left behind. 
If a minister is sure, because of the conduct and tes- 
timony of the individual whose funeral he is conduct- 
ing that he was saved, it is only fitting and proper

WHAT IS THE MOST SERIOUS PROBLEM FACED BY OUR CHRISTIAN YOUNG PEOPLE TODAY? 





“We too often build on other foundations than that 
which is laid — Christ Jesus.” 


This is the third time I have tried to put into 
words what seems to me to be the greatest problem 
facing our Church youth. I am surprised that I do not 
find it easier to decide what I think their greatest 
problem is. Just today I had approximately 200 dif- 
ferent students in my classes; and during the past 
two summers I have worked in four youth camps. But 
I cannot seem to put into words what I feel their 
problem to be. 

My first concern keeps bringing me back to the 
realization that our biggest problem is with the great 
majority of youth untouched by a Christian decision 
for their lives; and I keep asking “Why and how have 
we failed to reach them?” But back to the problems 
of Christian youth! I have studied the struggle and 
sometimes failure of youth to remain true from vari- 
ous angles or symptoms and I seem to end always 
with the finger of failure pointing toward our own 
pulpits. I fear that we too often build on other foun- 
dations than that which is laid — Christ Jesus. 

1. Youth is disillusioned by our preaching a doctrine 
of perfectionism and then living otherwise. Preaching 
is too often inconsistent with living. We are in- 
consistent in our values. A pastor will quickly expel a 
member for wearing make-up but almost never for 
gossiping, quarreling or even lying. 

2. Our preaching has been too negative. We have 
taught to judge quickly by externals. Our youths make 
a start. They observe the “don’ts” and often find them 
a burden because they have taken the negative ap- 
proach and not the positive approach where one with 
joy forsakes all to follow the Christ of Calvary whose 
“burden is light.” 

3. We lack love, patience, and kindness in dealing 
with young people. I know an actual case where a 
pastor called long distance to find if a young college 
student had attended movies as had been reported. 
Not once did -he ever call to see if he could help that 
student, or to see if he were in good health. 

4. We have set a pattern into which we expect 
everyone to fall. As a youth I was taught over and 
over again that if one did not shout now and then, 
surely he was “cold” or something was wrong. I cried 
instead of shouted, so when a revival came and most 
of the church shouted, I went through a soul- 
searching time to see if I really was a Christian. 
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Then I began to observe how some of the people lived 
after the shout was over (that policy is not always 
advisable) and I concluded that the test of one’s 
salvation was not how often or how high he shouted. 
I think this same thing is still a problem with young 
people today. Why do I think so? Because at youth 
camps I have seen many children go to the altar and 
in a few moments were lying in the floor, rolling, and 
kicking as a method of praying. Pastors, many of 
them, think that is the way to seek God rather than 
by humbling their spirit and making a promise to God 
to try to live like Jesus the rest of their lives. They 
learned it in your churches. I believe the ministers 
of our Church are the ones who hold the solution. 
Build only on:'Christ. No other foundation is sure.

The most serious problem facing the Christian 
young people is that of retaining their Christian ex- 
perience and testimony in a complex society that offers 
many temptations as well as opportunities for service. 

To retain one’s Christian experience in an environ- 
ment that is sometimes hostile to the Christian way 
of life, being surrounded by associates that are non- 
Christian, and what is still more precarious, those 
that are professed Christians whose standards or prin- 
ciples are widely different and in many instances 
untenable to the conscience of a real Christian is not 
always easy for young Christians. 

To meet the requirement of their inherent desires 
and natural instincts for companionship, and to take 
their place among other young folk, it becomes im- 
perative to participate in some of the social and 
recreational activities of their contemporaries. Some 
of the activities that they may have the opportunity 
to participate in are wholesome and some are not. 
The problem facing them is to know where to draw 
the line. 

It is at this point Christian young people need the 
help and guidance of adults. It is not enough just to 
tell them all social and recreational activities are 
wrong and they must refrain from all of them. They 
must be taught that they can participate in some 




















activities and still retain their Christian experience. 
Proper recreational and social activities should be 
provided where they may participate in a Christian 
environment so they will not seek the wrong kind of 
entertainment in an environment that is not con- 
ducive to Christianity. 

These things should in no way take the place of 
religious worship. Church attendance, Christian re- 
sponsibilities, and holiness should come first and be 
emphasized more strongly than any other phase of 
teaching, but these other things are necessary to meet 
the need of youth today. —J. D. Free

From a studied observation of the lives of other 
young persons and an awareness of my own experi- 
ences and difficulties, I have gained a definite feeling 
about what I consider to be the most serious problem 
faced by our Christian young people today.

“What is God’s standard of holiness for youth?” 


Young people have many problems, all of which may 
be classed in certain categories such as spiritual, 
social, economic and political. The solving of all these 
problems, however, will be found in the answer to 
youth’s spiritual problem—‘“Seek ye first the king- 
dom of God and his righteousness, and all these 
things shall be added unto you.” 

In observing young people on numerous occasions, 
I have felt for some time that the greatest problem 
which they are facing today is found in the question,

Youth needs 
guidance in this area and the Church must not fail 
to consider the various needs of youth in their spirit- 
ual, social, and physical development; yet, we must 
not depart in the least from the standard God re- 
quires Christian youth to meet.

Understanding the Child

orchard and effectively minister to fruitless 

trees unless he understands trees. Before a 
doctor may successfully treat a disease he must un- 
derstand that disease, its causes and cure. A rancher 
would hardly send his cook to treat his best horse; 
he would send a trained veterinarian who understood 
horses. In each of these cases, the patient needs a 
trained worker. How much more necessary it is that a 
Christian worker be trained! 

Christian workers who work with these little ones 
should understand children in general, their likes 
and dislikes, their loves and hates, their desires and 
ambitions, things they appreciate and things they 
detest; they must realize that no two children are 
alike, not even identical twins. 

Before the Christian worker can help a child to 
find Jesus, he must know from personal experience of 
the love, mercy, power, kindness, longsuffering, gentle- 
ness, meekness, joy, and humility that Jesus gives in 
sufficient quantity to meet every demand of human 
need. It is a prerequisite to success in any soul- 
winning endeavor that the Christian worker be a very 
sincere, spiritual, and consecrated Christian. After we 
know Jesus, we may then learn to understand the 
child. 

The best way to know children is naturally to have 
children of your own; however, those who have no 
children may spend their love, care and understand- 
ing on another’s child. The true Christian will love 
all children. You may understand a child by putting 
yourself in a child’s position. To do this, you must 
learn never talk to a child, but rather talk with the 
child. If the child wants to talk about a rag doll, a 
toy car, a cut finger, a bruised leg, a puppy dog, or if 
he wants to talk about a fantasy, some vivid day- 
dream, or even an absurd imagination, talk with the 
child about his subject. The child is trying to express 
some inner feeling or emotion, and it may be of great 
importance to him. He is using the words which he 
thinks will tell you how he feels. Try to understand 
him. Once you know what is going on in that mind, 
you are in a position to win his friendship and love, 
and then you may lead him to Jesus. Christian work- 
er, you will learn, as you yearn for souls; as you turn 
little feet down the way that the Master trod, your 
joy will know no bounds; you will discover a real love 
for your work as a personal soul-winner. 


As the case stands today, Satan is walking off with 
most of the souls of our youth. They are becoming 
adults who serve Satan’s cause in keeping our great 
country of America filled with theaters, gambling 
dens, race tracks, barrooms, dance halls, the crime 
rackets, and other things that degrade us. Our only 
hope is to reach the youth! 

I attended a youth meeting recently and was 
shocked that only about three teen-agers were present, 
when there should have been fifty! Where were they? 
Many of them never attend Sunday School, even more 
never attend prayer meetings. Somewhere we are 
failing to understand them. They have a need that we 
are failing to recognize in time. Let us pray for God 
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to give us more understanding and love for the child 
and the young person. 

God created man a social being. In the realm of 
society, there are several phases of life: first, the 
home; then the church and school; then the com- 
munity; then the state. I believe that we are missing 
the mark with our children by giving too much at- 
tention to the school, the community, and the state; 
and failing to keep the home life up to par. The child 
is first introduced into the home. His first taste of 
life is there. His first step in a right or a wrong 
direction is taken in the home. To understand a child 
we must first understand his need in, and for, the 
home. The relationships, bonds, and ties found in the 
home must be conducive to good character-building, 
or there will be bad character-building. In the home 
there must be a certain amount of discipline; certainly 
not of a brutal nature, but definitely of a persuasive 
nature. The Christian worker who works with a child 
from the wrong kind of home has great need for 
wisdom, patience, and love. These three things are 
tantamount to success in reaching and winning the 
child. These three things will contribute more toward 
the proper understanding and evaluating of the child 
than anything else.

venturous, enthusiastic, with alternating, periods of 
awkwardness, utter indolence, crude judgments, crit- 
ical impatience with adults, self-consciousness, and 
timidity. They tend to judge others severely. They 
have an uncompromising attitude toward what they 
believe to be right and wrong. This leads to in- 
evitable conflict with adults. 

All these experiences can mean frustration or ful- 
fillment, a happy time of expanding self-discovery 
and satisfaction of mastering new powers or it can 
be a time of despondency, rebellion, and broken hopes, 
depending partly on the resources of youth and partly 
on the wise counseling of adults. 

Happy is the adult who understands youth and the 
age in which they live—then using right reason, the 
Word of God, and the aid of the Holy Spirit, he can 
help them develop a Christ-like personality.

that he would encourage those who are left behind 
by telling them that their loss is heaven’s gain and 
that this loved one has gone to be with Jesus. 

No pastor should take advantage of the funeral to 
make announcements that do not pertain to that 
individual service. To do so is unethical. It is good and 
ethical for the minister to go to the home of the be- 
reaved family for prayer and words of encouragement 
prior to the funeral, and also afterwards. To go back 
home where the loved one has been and is now taken 
away forever is one of the hardest times for a family, 
and right here is where the pastor or minister can 
do the most and lasting good. 


CIVIC GROUPS SUCH AS KIWANIS, ROTARY, AND 
LIONS CLUBS 


Many times when a pastor becomes an outstanding 
individual in the community, these groups, which are 
composed of the outstanding citizens of the communi- 
ty, will call on the minister to speak to them. Most 
of the time he can choose his own subject, and he 
should certainly accept the invitation, for he will have 























a golden opportunity to do much good; this will also 
give this group a chance to become better acquainted 
with the pastor and to respect him more highly. A pas- 
tor cannot hope to do as much good without the sup- 
port of such men as he can with their support. How- 
ever, if one of these groups should want the preacher 
to engage in some subject only for the sake of enter- 
tainment in a frivolous manner, he would be wise to 
turn down the invitation by simply saying that he 
will not be available at the time. 

Generally, in such groups as these are the bankers 
to which the minister must go for financial help, and 
the owners of business places where materials with 
which to erect churches and parsonages are sold. If 
he is personally acquainted with these men, the minis- 
ter will have a better chance to get consideration 
when it is needed. 

In speaking to such groups the minister should not 
engage in doctrinal discussions; they are not interest- 
ed in doctrines at such a time. However, there are 
times when such groups will ask the pastor to explain 
the operation of his church and something concerning 
the doctrine. In this event, the minister should be pre- 
pared to give such information and instructions. 


UNION MEETINGS 


Ofttimes in the community where the pastor is re- 
siding the ministers through the cooperation of the 
Ministerial Association will desire all the churches to 
come together and have a union meeting to celebrate 
Thanksgiving, Christmas, and Easter. When such is 
the case, I feel that it is best for the pastor to co- 
operate. Actually, it gives him an opportunity to do 
good, but to be different to the extent that he isolates 
himself from such occasions is not best for him or his 
congregation. He should always feel that he has just 
as much good to offer as any other pastor or congre- 
gation. One can have this feeling and confidence with- 
out feeling that he is better than others. 

There are many persons who are eager to have 
fellowship with Pentecostal ministers and their con- 
gregations, and a spirit of cooperation on our part 
certainly will not hurt or hinder us, but to the con- 
trary will help us. However, it would not be good on 
such occasions to take advantage of the opportunity 
by preaching doctrinal sermons. No one believes in 
doctrinal sermons more than I do, but there are times 
and places for such sermons. Certainly, if a pastor is 
to take part in the union meeting celebrating Easter 
he would want to say something about the Resurrec- 
tion in one way or another; and if he is taking part 
in a union meeting celebrating Thanksgiving he should 
say something along the line of being thankful unto 
God for His benefits; or in a union meeting celebrat- 
ing Christmas he should say something concerning the 
birth of Jesus Christ or the unspeakable gift of God to 
men. 

I feel as I do concerning our participation in these 
groups because we find such Scriptures as Paul wrote 
in 1 Corinthians 9:19-22, “For though I be free from 
all men, yet have I made myself servant unto all, that 
I might gain the more. And unto the Jews I became as 


a Jew, that I might gain the Jews; to them that are 
under the law, as under the law, that I might gain 
them that are under the law; to them that are with- 
out law, as without law, (being not without law to 
God, but under the law to Christ,) that I might gain 
them that are without law. To the weak became I as 
weak, that I might gain the weak: I am made all 
things to all men, that I might by all means save 
some.”

Protestants Organize Decent 
Literature Commission 


A national Churchmen’s Com- 
mission on Decent Publications was 
formally organized in Washington, 
D. C., to campaign against obscene 
literature. It is a broadly represent- 
ative Protestant group with Inman 
Douglas, Washington representa- 
tive of the Christian Science Com- 
mittee on Publication, serving as 
president. Elected vice-presidents 
were Dr. A. C. Miller, executive 
secretary of the Christian Life 
Commission, Southern Baptist 
Convention, and Dr. Frederick E. 
Reissig, executive secretary of the 
National Capital Area Council of 
Churches. Dr. Clyde ‘W. Taylor, sec- 
retary for public affairs of the 
National Association of Evangeli- 
cals, was named secretary, and Dr. 
Carl F. H. Henry, editor of Chris- 
tianity Today, treasurer. 

The commission voted to solicit 
membership from churchmen of all 
denominations. Its purpose is to en- 
courage higher standards in the 
publication industry. It will cam- 
paign for “necessary federal, state 
and local laws to curb the publish- 
ing and distribution of indecent 
and obscene publications,” and will 
co-operate with other local and 
national groups for stricter law en- 
forcement. O. K. Armstrong of 
Springfield, Missouri (a former 
member of Congress) was elected 
to serve the Commission as legis- 
lative chairman. 


Nine Church Fires to Break 
Out Tomorrow, Fire Officials 
Warn 


According to the annual report 
of the National Fire Protection 
Association, nine church fires can 
be expected to break out tomorrow 
somewhere in the U.S.A. At least, 
that is the average per day that 


has prevailed in the past year. 

Horatio Bond, the association’s 
chief engineer, said there were 
3,200 church fires last year 
which caused damage totalling 
$20,800,000. He stressed that since 
1952 loss from church fires in this 
country has never run less than 
$12,000,000 a year. 

The fire official warned all 
churches to check their premises 
for defective heating systems, 
faulty electrical equipment and 
overloaded wires which might 
cause short circuits. He said a prin- 
cipal cause for church fires is the 
wooden construction inside most 
houses of worship which makes 
them real “fire traps.” Each church 
should invite their local fire de- 
partment to inspect their building 
for fire hazards before cold weath- 
er sets in. Mr. Bond said there has 
been enough investigation to prove 
that arsonists are yore a fac- 
tor in church fires, especially where 
doors are not locked, but proper 
precautions ‘ would prevent most 
conflagrations. 


Evangelism to Be Theme 
of CBS TV Program 


A one-hour program comprising 
a study of evangelism in America 
will be televised by the Columbia 
Broadcasting System some time in 
November. The program, which is 
titled “The Evangelist,” will depict 
and analyze the methods and 
achievements of various evange- 
listic groups and leaders such as 
Billy Graham, Billy Sunday and 
Aimee Semple McPherson. An ex- 
tensive analysis will be made of 
Graham’s organization and his 
recent New York Crusade. 

“The Evangelist” will be featured 
on the “Seven Lively Arts” series, 
which makes its debut over CBS 
on Sunday, November 3. There is a 
possibility that “The Evangelist” 
will be the third presentation in 
the series. 


The study of evangelism will be 
told by a combination of film and 
live presentation. The network re- 
cently sent a film camera crew on 
a tour of the South to obtain 
material on the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists, the “Holiness” groups and 
other denominations. 


Citizens’ Committee to Fight 
Indecent Literature at 
Fort Wayne 


Protestant, Roman Catholic and 
Jewish clergy and laymen will be 
included on a citizer’’ committee 
being organized at . ort Wayne, 
Indiana, to rid local newsstands of 
indecent literature. The committee 
is being organized by the County 
Prosecutor as part of his all-out 
drive against obscene publications. 

The prosecutor, Glen J. Beams, 
said he was surprised and pleased 
at the co-operation he has been 
promised by distributors and deal- 
ers. “A lot of the stand operators 
are in sympathy with my action,” 
he said. 


Other Late Bulletins 


JERUSALEM—According to the 
official yearbook of the Israeli gov- 
ernment, Judaism gained more 
converts than it lost during the 
past year. The yearbook says that 
six Jews were converted to Islam 
and ten Jews became Christians 
during .1956. During the same 
period, fourteen Christians and 
four Moslems became Jews. 


MIAMI, Fla.—Circuit Judge John 
J. Niblack ruled that reading the 
Bible, requiring your spouse to wear 
skirts instead of blue jeans, and 
insistence on church attendance 
does not constitute grounds for 
divorce. The judge said that Wil- 
liam Connelly, 25, was “Well within 
his rights on all three points” and 
denied Mrs. Martha Connelly, 19, 
her petition for divorce. 


EVERETT, Wash.—First United 
Presbyterian church in Everett 
voted to sever all connections with 
its denomination, in order to avoid 
union with the Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S.A. The vote at a 
called congregational meeting of 
the 425-member church was by an 
overwhelming majority. Dr. Robert 
B. Brown, pastor, said the congre- 
gation wanted to “continue the 
testimony of the United Presby- 
terian Church.” The United Presby- 
terian Church and the Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S.A. are scheduled 
to merge next May, and the Ever- 
ett congregation is the only one in 
the country reportedly that has 
voted to withdraw from the de- 
nomination because of the merger.
